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IN  BRINGING  OUT  this  sixth  volume  of  our  school  annual  we  wish 
to  express  our  hearty  thanks  to  those  of  the  students  who  have 
spent  so  many  weary  hours  drawing  and  writing,  without  com- 
pensation, that  the  book  might  be  a  success.  They  have  realized 
that  it  is  necessary  to  the  reputation  of  the  school  to  own  success- 
ful publications,  as  it  is  necessary  to  have  a  winning  foot-ball  team. 
The}-  have  realized  that  the  "true  Andover  spirit"  is  not  manifest 
entirely  by  the  soreness  of  the  throat  after  a  foot-ball  game,  but  a  little 
by  work  done  for  the  good  of  Andover,  whether  on  the  foot-ball  field,  or 
in  the  meetings  of  Inquiry,  or  in  the  stud)7.  We  wish  that  every  one 
might  realize  these  things.  There  ought  not  be  a  fellow  in  the  school 
who  is  not  doing  some  work  for  Andover  beside  going  to  recitations  with 
an  easy  conscience — which,  after  all,  is  a  good  deal  of  a  luxury.  What 
can  you  do?  Go  out  and  try  for  the  track  team  ;  you  cannot  be  dropped 
from  that.  Even  if  you  do  not  win  anything,  you  will  have  drawn  out 
two  or  three  other  men  who  thought  they  were  not  athletes — and  inci- 
dentally made  your  knickerbockers  more  becoming. 
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But  we  must  stop  this  moralizing  and  award  the  prizes  ;  the  contest- 
ants are  becoming  anxious.  The  first  prize  of  five  dollars  for  the  best 
drawings  we  award  to  Ernest  F.  Tyler  1900  ;  the  second,  three  dollars, 
to  Edward  J.  C.  Bullock  '98  ;  and  the  third,  a  copy  of  the  Pot  Pourri,  to 
Thomas  P.  Leaman  '99.  We  are  indebted  to  Adelbert  Ames,  Jr.,  '98 
for  the  cut  "Football;"  the  signature  was  accidentally  erased  while 
engraving.  The  prize  of  three  dollars  for  the  best  lot  of  "Grinds"  is 
awarded  to  Harrison  B.  Noble  1900;  and  the  second  prize,  a  copy  of  the 
Pot  Pourri,  to  Frank  E.  Solomon  1900.  We  give  the  first  and  second 
prizes,  three  dollars  and  a  Pot  Pourri,  to  A.  M.  Goodwin  '99  for  his 
two  poems,  "The  Fern.  Sems.  on  Parade"  and  "The  Cruise  of  the 
Faculty." 

Cribbing  is  a  custom  found  almost  everywhere,  and  there  are 
various  methods  of  treating  it,  more  or  less  successful — but  principally 
less.  In  this  school  it  has  been  the  custom  for  boys  to  "sever  their 
connection  with  the  school"  by  being  caught  cribbing.  That 
"being  caught"  condition  is  what  keeps  the  school  from  disband- 
ing, for  it  is  hard  to  find  boys  who  will  not  crib  when  pressed,  or  who, 
at  least,  will  not  give  assistance  to  neighbors  in  distress.  While  we 
heartily  condemn  the  dishonesty  and  short-sightedness  of  the  boy  who 
cribs,  and  the  cowardice  of  him  who  helps  another  for  fear  of  being 
thought  ungenerous,  we  are  inclined  to  hold  the  methods  of  the  Faculty 
responsible  for  the  great  extent  of  this  foolishness.  For  an  instructor  to 
sneak  around  the  room  on  tip-toe  during  an  examination,  or  even  to 
watch  from  the  desk,  is  to  assume  the  responsibility  of  the  class's  hon- 
esty, and  is  as  much  as  to  dare  the  boys  to  crib.  Then  the  class  feels 
no  restraint,  and  the  very  risk  is  fascinating. 

Several  of  our  instructors  have  tried  the  honor  system  in  examina- 
tions, and  as  far  as  we  can  find  out  there  has  been  no  cribbing  in  those 
classes,  nor  can  we  find  one  boy  who,  under  those  circumstances,  would 
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be  willing  to  crib — and  the  sentiment  against  it  is  so  slight  that  he  would 
not  hesitate  to  tell  us  his  true  stand.  The  system  is  successful  at 
Princeton  and  elsewhere;  wh}'  should  it  not  be  at  Andover?  The  only 
objection  we  have  heard  raised  by  a  boy  is  that  we  would  have  to  study 
harder  for  examinations,  not  feeling  at  liberty  to  crib.  We  hope  the 
Faculty  will  not  on  account  of  this  objection  be  deterred  from  adopting 
an  honor  system. 
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fiistory  of  tbe  Class 

E^ARLY  IN  vSEPTEMBER,  1894,  the  Academy  examined  those 
who  wished  to  become  enrolled  as  students  in  Phillips' 
j  Academy.  The  "Preps"  that  graced  the  top  of  "  Zion's 
Hill"  that  year  were  not  a  very  desirable  set.  Examina- 
tions were  soon  over,  and  those  who  remained  shortly  held  a  meeting, 
at  which  our  organization  was  completed.  Now,  for  the  first  time, 
ninety-eight  was  class.  Before,  they  were  merely  a  crowd,  but  now  they 
were  the  Junior  Class. 

What  promised  to  be  the  most  interesting  event  of  our  first  year, 
the  cane  rush,  was  abandoned  by  ninety-seven  for  reasons  never  satis- 
factorily explained.  After  we  were  settled  down,  there  was  no  excite- 
ment until,  late  in  the  spring,  a  band  of  Kickapoo  Indians  tarried 
with  us  awhile.  Their  stay,  even  if  short,  did  not  lack  variety,  and 
their  departure,  which  took  place  three  days  afterward,  was  deeply 
regretted  by  the  whole  school. 

The  last  event  of  interest  in  our  first  year  was  the  class  base-ball 
game,  which  took  place  late  in  June.  On  this  occasion  we  assisted 
ninety-six,  while  the  Seniors  helped  ninety-seven  make  a  noise.  After 
an  exciting  and  noisy  game,  ninety-six  won.  That  evening  the 
whole  school  adjourned  to  the  circus,  where  we  joined  the  Middlers 
in  applauding  the  "equestriennes,"  who  appeared  in  ninety-six  colors. 

The  end  of  our  first  year  saw  us  quite  a  changed  set  ;  we  could 
conjugate,  and  tell  about  G.  Washington.  In  the  summer  a  few  of  us 
came  to  realize  the  benefits  to  be  obtained  by  attendance  at  a  smaller 


school.  Many  of  our  number,  too,  had,  after  an  examination  of  our 
reports,  found  that  the  practical  business  of  life  demanded  a  knowledge 
of  the  sciences  rather  than  of  the  dead  languages. 

So  September  found  a  few  changes  in  ninety-eight.  Nothing  very 
exciting  happened  until  the  time  came  for  our  own  class  game.  As  our 
pitcher,  "  Baruie "  Wood  worth,  had  been  fired,  ninety-seven  hoped  to 
tie  their  series.  But  the  fine  pitching  of  Went/.,  who  came  in  from 
second  at  the  last  moment,  defeated  them  by  a  score  of  nineteen  to  eleven. 
Upon  that  evening  we  had  a  celebration  which  will  long  be  remembered. 
The  town  had  vowed  that  no  firearms  should  be  discharged  by  students, 
and,  to  back  this  up,  the  entire  constabulary  of  Andover  was  on  duty. 
During  the  early  evening  one  little  chap  was  arrested.  Upon  hearing 
this,  the  whole  school,  led  by  a  portly  Senior,  started  down  to  release  him. 
On  the  way  down  we  saluted  his  captor  with  a  volley  and  expected  to 
keep  "  Hoch  "  company.  He,  however,  made  no  attempt  to  interfere 
with  us,  and  so  we  spent  the  rest  of  the  evening  shouting  : 

"Nineteen  eleven!    Nineteen  eleven! 
Who  ever  heard  of  ninety-seven?" 

Our  third  year  did  not  open  very  well,  for  we  lost  the  Fall  Tourna- 
ment to  the  Seniors,  who  appropriated  six  of  our  points.  But  the  rally 
was  decidedly  the  event  of  this  year.  All  Phillips,  including  the  Bryan 
and  Sewall  Club,  accompanied  the  speakers  to  the  Town  Hall.  After 
the  rally,  we  went  to  the  Fern.  Sem.  We  found  ninety-seven  in  posses- 
sion, but  we  easily  drove  them  out,  and  thereafter  remained  in  undisputed 
possession. 

They  got  the  laugh  on  us,  though,  when  a  few  weeks  later  the 
Junior  Middles  won  the  base-ball  game. 

Our  Senior  year  has  so  far  been  a  very  quiet  one.  The  only  events 
have  been  our  second  defeat  in  track  athletics  (at  the  hands  of  ninety- 
nine),  and  the  election  of  class  day  officers,  which  took  place  a  few 
weeks  since.

~7  TOT  WOULD  hardly  recognize  in  the  haughty  and  dignified  gen- 
1  tlemen  who  compose  the   Junior  Middle  Class  of  Phillips 

|  Andover  the  sheepish-looking  crowd  of  freshly  plucked 
Preps  that  twelve  months  ago  last  September  became  the 
property,  body  and  soul,  of  our  old  friend,  "  Pap"  Eaton.  We  are  not 
sure  that  he  was  proud  of  the  bunch — and  you  really  couldn't  blame  him 
if  he  wasn't — but  he  manifested  a  kindly  interest  in  us,  and  chiefly 
through  his  efforts  we  paid  our  tuition  at  the  office  and  not  to  the 
janitor. 

Yes,  we  were  Preps,  but  not  of  the  ordinary  breed  ;  for  are  we  not  to 
officiate  in  the  capacity  of  Seniors,  the  lords  of  the  universe)  ty  ) ,  when 
old  Father  Time,  he  of  the  Populistic  beard  and  the  agricultural  imple- 
ment, sees  fit  to  begin  another  volume  of  a  hundred  pages  in  his  great 
history  of  the  world?  Is  it  not  in  our  honor  that  the  great  Paris  Inter- 
national Exposition  of  1900  is  to  be  held  ? 

To  show  that  we  were  worthy  of  such  honors,  every  member  of  the 
class  put  forth  his  best  efforts.  It  was  a  Prep  that  captured  the  Means 
prize;  another  was  one  of  the  speakers  in  last  year's  Philo-Forum  debate, 
and  one  of  this  little  insignificant  band  made  the  Mirror  board.  We 
furnished  the  first  team  with  the  pitcher  that  has  since  held  Harvard 
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'varsity  down  to  one  run  in  nine  innings.  The  captain  and  the  pitcher 
of  last  year's  '99  team  were  also — but  we  won't  tell  tales  out  of  school. 

Before  we  leave  the  story  of  our  first  year,  two  very  important  hap- 
penings must  be  chronicled:  The  first  was  a  half-hour  cut  from  Mr.  Eaton. 
It  has  been  the  all-absorbing  topic  of  conversation  ever  since.  The 
second  was  the  coming  of  one  B-u-t-k-i-e-w-i-c-z,  about  the  middle  of  the 
year.  Mr.  B.  created  a  decided  sensation  in  the  algebra  class  on  the  morn 
of  his  arrival,  when  he  placed  that  high-sounding  cognomen  at  the  foot  of 
an  example  in  simultaneous  quadratics.

This  year  has  been  but  a  continuation  of  our  triumphs.  Again  we 
had  men  on  the  base-ball,  foot-ball  and  track  teams,  and  the  Mirror  and 
Phillipian  boards.  But  we  take  pride  especially  in  the  Philo-Forum 
debate,  which,  although  it  was  advertised  as  a  contest  between  these  two 
societies,  was  indeed  a  trial  of  strength  between  three  1900  men  on  the 
one  side  and  three  Seniors  on  the  other.  Of  course,  the  1900  men  won,  or 
we  wouldn't  have  mentioned  it  here.

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"Prep"  Class  fiistory  1901 


AS  THK  youngest  sons  of  Old  Phillips,  we  manfully  took  our 
little  milk  of  hazing,  with  great  difficulty  mastered  our 
first  lesson,  namely,  our  own  insignificance,  breathed  the 
heavy  atmosphere  of  repression,  and  lived  contented  in 
the  hope  of  a  future. 

Our  campaign  of  1897-1898,  the  first  year  of  this  terrible  strife, 
eclipses  in  brilliancy  of  character  all  previous  records  in  the  annals  of 
"Prep"  history;  and  those  contemplating  the  pursuance  of  martial 
science  will  gain  sufficient  preparation,  by  carefully  studying  our  mode  of 
warfare,  to  enable  them  to  successfully  pass  the  trying  examination  for 
entrance  to  the  Salvation  Army. 

When  we  received  information  from  Pres.  "  Pap"  that  we  could  no 
longer  remain  in  a  state  of  inactivity,  we  took  the  field,  and  everything 
else  that  was  handy,  marched  boldly  into  chapel  and  bravely — said  our 
prayers,. 

For  nine  long  mouths  we  struggled  daily,  except  Sundays,  overcom- 
ing difficulties  innumerable,  especially  great  longings  for  mamma,  endured 
long  hours  at  monotonous  recitations,  the  cold  and  chapel  without  a 
murmur. 

We  made  great  progress  through  the  difficult  paths  of  knowledge  ; 
traversing  Miles  of  Standish,  where  it  was  often  necessary  to  Ford  deep 
and  shallow  English  streams  and  passages  ;  erected  fortifications  in  defense 
and  perpendiculars  in  geometry,  which  proved  redoubtable  against  the 
furious  attacks  of  Gen.  "Mac,"  and  successfully  withstood  the  great 
siege  laid  at  our  hearts  by  the  bold  and  reckless  Fern.  Sems. 

During  the  winter  we  made  great  flank  and  flunk  movements,  fought 
desperately  our  appetites,  plundered  strongly  guarded  coal-bins,  burned 
midnight  oil,  and,  fired  by  patriotism,  we  "shot  craps"  and  killed  time. 

Only  once  did  we  "  fare"  ill.  It  was  at  Delicacy  (?)  Ranch.  Here 
we  battled  like  Trojans  and  Coxeyites  against  Major's  highly  rank(ed) 
steaks  till  the  blood  flew  from  every  side,  and  though  stale  eggs  exploded 
everywhere  and  shot  and  shell  and  coffee  poured  in  streams  around  us,  we 
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remained  undaunted.  Never  a  thought  of  retreat  "filled"  us,  until  our 
supply  of  fish-balls  was  exhausted,  and  the  command  to  "  cheese  it  "  had 
been  given.  But  there  was  no  desert(ing)  for  our  brave  lads,  and  they 
left  the  scene  of  havoc  slowly  and  reluctantly. 

In  this  engagement  our  frail  constitutions  suffered  severely  ;  our  loss 
in  disabled  and  dyspeptics  being  tremendous.  Some  have  recovered,  but 
the  majority  of  our  brave  boys  are  slowly  dying — of  hunger. 

Neither  mortal  nor  pickled  tongue  can  do  that  scene  of  battle  justice, 
nor  can  pen  describe  it  otherwise  than  a  veritable  Brandy  wine.  The  heart 
and  stomach  rending  scenes  that  followed  this  disastrous  engagement 
form  the  darkest  period,  the  Valley  Forge  of  the  history  of  our  class. 

Closely  following  this  event,  we  put  to  flight  the  mighty  horde  of 
subscription  fiends,  who  had  demanded  of  us  heavy  tribute.  We  had 
been  assailed  on  all  sides,  but  by  a  great  display  of  bravery  and  tongue, 
managed  to  "stand  them  off;  "which  so  demoralized  them  that  they 
fled  in  disgust,  leaving  behind  them  some  of  their  best  wishes,  regards, 
advice,  and  a  few  ancient  chestnuts.  We  next  captured  the  prize  for 
laziness,  which  caused  our  dreaded  foe,  the  faculty,  without  Banty(ing) 
words,  to  capitulate.  This  glorious  victory  induced  the  great  powers  '98 
and  '99  to  recognize  our  belligerency,  and  to  show  that  they  were  in 
sympathy  with  our  cause,  immediately  sent  us  allies,  supplies  and  other 
lies. 

We  then  declared  our  independence  :  That,  though  slightly  disfig- 
ured, we  are  still  in  the  ring  ;  and  that  all  challenges  shall  receive  due 
consideration. 

To  1900  we  would  say:  "Go,  minus  00  quantity,  and  first  establish  a 
reputation  for  truth  and  veracity;  besides,  you  are  not  in  our  class,  and  we 
cannot  afford  to  waste  time  for  naught  naught. ' '  We  are  after  the  '  'scholar- 
ship belt"  and  are  longing  for  a  mix  or  "make-up  "  with  such  pugs  as  Al. 
Gebra,  "Ike"  English,  Geo.  Metry,  or  even  Caesar,  Gaul  darn  him  ! 
Trot  him  out;  we  are  not  afraid!  For  with  dashing  Capt.  Phillips  as  our 
trainer,  and  protected  by  thick  skulls  and  equipped  with  horses,  we 
feel  invincible,  also  very  kindly  toward  all  our  professors,  who  have 
spared  their  rods,  fed  our  appetite  for  knowledge,  and  still  not  spoiled 
' '  their  children. ' '

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ANDOVKR'S  literary  life  has  been  centred  for  the  past  seventy 
years  in  the  Philomathian  Society,  through  which,  directly 
or  indirectly,  all  the  literary  interests,  which  play  so  im- 
portant a  part  in  our  school  life  of  to-day,  have  sprung. 
Founded  in  1825  by  Dr.  Horatio  B.  Hackett,  of  Rochester,  Dr.  Ray 
Palmer,  Dr.  John  F.  Stearns,  and  Dr.  William  Newell,  of  New  York,  it 
had  a  beginning  which  many  a  more  august  body  in  larger  institutions 
might  well  envy.  The  aim  of  the  society  from  the  beginning  has  been  to 
promote,  among  the  students  of  Phillips  Academy,  an  interest  in  literature 
and  oratory,  which  should  be  a  valuable  part  of  their  education  ;  and 
which  should  aid  in  the  higher  development  of  the  school.  The  first 
recorded  meeting  was  held  on  January  5,  1825,  where  a  constitution  pre- 
viously drawn  up  was  adopted,  and  arrangement  was  made  to  hold  meet- 
ings on  every  Wednesday  night.  Immediately  on  the  formation  of  the 
society,  a  library  was  started.  This  was  the  first  effort  for  any  literary  life 
among  the  fellows  themselves,  and  a  modest  collection  of  fifty-two  vol- 
umes was  the  result.  Since  then  the  library  has  grown  to  a  respectable 
size  ;  but  with  the  various  other  school  interests  which  have  come  in,  and 
the  more  general  circulation  of  books,  it  has  become  of  less  importance. 
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Philo's  programme  has  consisted  mainly  in  essays  written  on  subjects 
of  interest  to  the  fellows  in  school,  in  extemporaneous  speeches  on  current 
topics,  declamations,  and  a  debate.  Some  years  after  the  founding,  the 
time  of  meeting  was  changed  to  Friday  evening,  which  has  been  retained 
up  to  the  present  time.  From  a  crude  sheet  of  a  few  pages,  made  up  of 
the  essays  read  before  the  society,  the  Mirror  was  first  started  in  1837. 
The  Mirror  was  published  termly  by  the  members  of  Philo,  and  contained 
a  sort  of  resume  of  the  term's  work.  The  present  literary  magazine  pub- 
lished by  the  school  was  substituted  for  the  old  one  in  1892.  In  its  place 
Philo  inaugurated  the  annual,  which  contained  the  statistical,  illustrated, 
and  lighter  portion  of  the  old  Mirror.  This  annual  first  appeared  as  the 
Masque,  its  name  having  been  since  changed  to  the  Pot  Ponrri,  and  it  is 
itself  more  of  a  school  publication. 

The  present  Dramatic  Club  was  brought  into  being  by  the  members 
of  Philo,  who,  before  its  formation,  occasionally  gave  short  sketches  and 
little  plays,  as  they  now  have  mock  trials  and  faculty  meetings. 

In  May,  1875,  was  celebrated  the  Semi-Centennial  of  Philo.  A  large 
and  flourishing  society  of  one  hundred  and  ten  members,  she  made  the 
event  memorable  in  the  history  of  the  school.  Addresses  and  speeches 
were  delivered  by  Hon.  S.  B.  Noyes,  Oliver  Wendell  Holmes,  Josiah 
Quincy,  Joseph  Cook,  Ray  Palmer,  John  Wesley  Churchill,  and  many 
more  prominent  former  members  of  the  society.  Since  that  time  she  has 
maintained  the  high  standard  set  by  the  famous  men  who  were  her 
founders,  and  those  who  have  done  so  much  to  keep  her  best  interests 
always  before  her. 

The  Society  of  the  Forum  was  founded  in  1893  by  several  of  the 
members  of  Philo,  who  believed  that  more  interest  would  be  inspired  in 
debating  and  in  all  literary  work  with  more  competition.  Since  that  time 
the  two  societies  have  been  maintaining  an  eager  and  friendly  rivalry, 
which  has  been  of  benefit  both  to  themselves  and  to  the  school.

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fiistory 

HAPPY  is  that  society  which  hath  no  history — whose  story  is  but 
a  beginning  and  a  being,  one  serene  succession  of  extempores, 
select  readings,  debates,  mock-lrials  and  lectures.  In  an  envi- 
ronment of  oldness,  the  Forum  is  unique.  We  do  not  find  in 
the  wee  small  hours  of  primaeval  history  the  date  of  her  foundation  ; 
rather,  like  the  submarine  boat  and  the  X-ray,  she  is  a  modern  pro- 
duction, one  of  the  mature  century's  flowers.  Nor  is  the  name  of  Oliver 
Wendell  Holmes  a  part  of  her  campaign  armature.  However,  there  is — 
well,  we  could  name  names,  but  that  would  be  merely  to  call  the  roll. 
Nevertheless,  if  the  glory  of  a  great  descent  attracts  you,  as  Perseus 
says.  Forum's  ancestor  was,  or  is,  if  a  present  tense  be  not  too  dressy 
for  a  female  of  her  hoary  age,  the  immortal  Philomathian  Society  ;  if  the 
glory  of  great  deeds,  behold  Forum  has  won  four  of  the  six  intersociety 
debates. 

The  formation  of  the  Forum  was  at  once  a  reformation  and  a  renais- 
sance. It  was  founded  by  secessionists  from  the  Philomathian  in  the 
year  1892,  at  a  time  when  interest  in  the  parent  society  had  ebbed  so  low 
as,  night  after  night,  to  show  the  more  empty  seats  of  Society  Hall — like 
boulders  in  a  dry  river  bed.  This  was  in  December.  On  the  fifteenth  of 
January  of  the  following  year,  the  first  regular  literary  meeting  was 
held  in  room  three.  There  was  introduced  into  the  literary  life  of  the 
school,  or  perhaps,  more  accurately,  the  political  life,  the  factor  of  com- 
petition, which,  if  disagreeable  in  its  immediate  relations,  like  a  fertilizer, 
is  invaluable  for  keeping  the  affairs  of  men  in  a  state  of  healthy  vigor. 

To  us  newer  shoots  on  the  ivy,  it  seems,  in  looking  over  the  old  Phil- 
lipians  in  the  Doctor's  office,  that  such  a  name  as  Dudley,  the  first  presi- 
dent of  Forum,  must  be  that  of  a  legendary  hero  like  King  Arthur  and

Theseus.  We  should  not  be  surprised  to  find  an  account,  in  one  of  those 
old  parchments,  of  his  having  killed  a  dragon  down  in  the  wilds  of  Salem 
Street,  or  freed  a  wondrously  fair  Fern.  Sem.  from  some  lofty  tower. 
Thus  are  the  mighty  men  of  old  forgotten  of  their  posterity  ! 

The  larger  part  of  important  dates  in  the  school  history  has  been 
Fridays,  I  fancy.  Certainly,  Forum  life  is  exclusively  made  up  of  these 
days.  Then,  be  it  foot-ball  season  or  the  depths  of  winter  ;  or  base-ball 
time,  when  the  organ-grinder  and  rubber  man  is  abroad  in  the  land,  about 
the  hour  of  seven  the  Academy  is  all  aglow.  There  is  the  Glee  Club  up 
in  Chapel,  the  Mandolin  Club  in  the  basement,  and  Philo  and  Forum, 
and  the  Banjo  Club,  and,  perhaps,  the  Means  or  Draper  competitors  in 
other  rooms.  Then  by  the  open  windows  many  extraordinary  acoustic 
mixtures  come  to  be.  In  room  nine,  the  handsomest  in  the  building, 
where  Forum  holds  its  meetings,  a  chorus  by  the  Banjo  Club  bursts  upon 
that  silence  sacred  to  roll-call.  Or  Holley's  cold,  cutting  logic  on  the  Cuban 
question  compounds  with  a  passionate  serenade  by  the  Glee  Club  above, 
like  ice  cream  with  a  stick  in  it.  Recently,  a  pillar  of  the  society,  being 
asked  somewhat  unexpectedly  to  open  the  meeting  with  a  prayer,  arose 
and  began  :  "  We  hope — O  Lord  that — you  will  be  with  us  this  evening — 
if  you  possibly  can. "

Cbe  fiistory  of  tU  Publications 


IN  THE  three  publications  in  Phillips  Academy  to-day  we  see  the 
growth  of  a  termly  literary  magazine,  first  published  by  Philo  in 
November,  1854.  The  first  number,  in  explaining  itself,  quotes 
Mr.  Noah  Webster,  (who  is  kind  enough  to  advertise  in  our  pages): 
"'Mirror — that  which  gives  a  true  representation,  or  in  which  a  true 
image  may  be  seen.'  Such  a  purpose  serves  this  Mirror  in  its  sphere. 
*  *  *  Our  work  is  completed  when  we  enable  you  to  see  the  mind  of 
the  Philomathian  Society  as  it  is."  The  number  comprises,  among  other 
articles,  several  very  philosophical  essays,  and  several  poems,  such  as 
"Dewy  Morn"  and  "Thoughts  on  Visiting  the  Graves  of  Grand- 
parents. ' ' 

But  soon  the  magazine  grew  less  heavy,  and  some  good  editorials 
worked  their  way  in.    All  through  the  time  of  the  Civil  War  it  was  in

tone  strong  and  patriotic.  The  obituaries  of  those  who  had  left  school 
to  join  the  army  show  that  Andover  was  not  behind  in  patriotism. 

The  first  change  in  the  magazine  was  the  addition,  in  1867,  of  the 
"  Phillips  Pot  Pourri,"  as  a  list  of  the  officers  and  members  of  the  several 
school  organizations,  a  department  which  grew  so  with  the  growing  com- 
plexity of  school-life  that  later  it  caused  a  split  in  the  magazine.  In  the 
same  number  the  editors  said,  "  We  will,  instead  of  informing  you  that 
'  the  term  is  drawing  to  a  close,'  '  we  shall  soon  be  at  home,'  '  the  Fem. 
Sems.  are  flourishing,'  and  the  like,  give  you  a  rapid  glance  over  the 
events  of  the  term."  It  was  a  very  acceptable  change,  although  now  we 
are  interested  in  reading  of  the  Fem.  Sem.  in  olden  days,  and  in  finding 
her  flourishing  as  now. 

In  1878  the  school  had  grown  so  that  a  newspaper  seemed  an  abso- 
lute necessity,  and  the  Phillipian  was  started,  to  be  published  fortnightly. 
E.  S.  Beach  was  elected  editor-in-chief,  and  he  ran  a  very  creditable 
paper  ;  not  much  news,  but  editorials  which  must  have  had  a  greater 
effect  on  the  school  than  the  more  modern  exhortations  for  the  fellows 
to  go  out  and  yell  on  the  gridiron,  and  to  stop  tearing  the  papers  in  the 
reading-room. 

The  Phillipian  has  prospered.  Instead  of  coming  out  fortnightly,  it 
is  now  published  twice  a  week.  Instead  of  asking  men  to  join  the  board, 
the  editors  may  elect  whom  they  choose  from  among  the  competitors 
working,  note-book  continually  in  hand,  with  the  right  ambition  of  seeing 
their  labors  recognized  and  their  names  printed  at  the  top  of  the  Phillipian. 

In  the  meantime,  the  "Phillips  Pot  Pourri"  in  the  back  of  the 
Mirror  grew,  and  the  literary  magazine  almost  disappeared.  In  1892  it 
came  to  such  a  pass  that  Philo  agreed  to  publish  an  annual  and  give  up 
the  contract  of  the  Minor  to  the  school.  Editors  were  elected  to  publish 
a  literary  monthly,  and  they  called  it  the  Phillips  Andover  Minor.  They 
were  given  the  authority  to  elect  their  successors,  and  their  good  judg- 
ment may  be  seen  in  the  success  of  the  magazine. 

The  annual  which  Philo  published  the  following  year,  under  the  name 
of  the  Masque,  was  a  great  success  as  a  book,  but  financially  it  failed  ;  so 
another  was  not  gotten  out.  The  grinds  which  were  criticised  in  the  1892 
Mirrors,  as  being  incongruous  in  a  literary  magazine,  were  now  printed  in 
the  Masque,  and  with  much  better  success.     The  book  contained  several 
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pages  of  editorials,  a  feature  unfortunately  abandoned  by  its  successor, 
and  many  very  good  illustrations. 

The  book  which  succeeded  it  was  named  Pot  Pourri,  not  to  imitate 
Yale,  but  called  after  that  part  of  the  old  Mirror which  comprised  the  same 
sort  of  material.  The  Pot  Pourri  has  continued  till  now,  with  more  or  less 
financial  success,  always  a  good  mirror  of  the  school. 

The  three  publications  now  work  together,  hand  in  hand.  Indeed, 
they  have  this  year  together  formed  a  Press  Club,  which  is  to  look  after 
the  interests  of  Andover  in  newspapers  throughout  the  country.  As  yet 
it  has  accomplished  little  ;  but  much  is  expected. 

The  only  regret  for  the  three  is  that  they  have  unanimously  adopted 
as  their  motto,  at  the  suggestion  of  wiser  heads  than  their  own,  In  littcris 
non  libertas.  May  they  remember  that  other  wise  heads  have  omitted  the 
"  iio>i, "  and  increased  thereby  their  influence.  May  the  influence  of  the 
Phillips  press  likewise  increase.

IN  THE  WINTER  of  1873  a  glee  club  was  organized  in  the  school  ; 
but  it  disappeared  the  following  year.    Again,  in  1877,  G.  A. 
Tyzzer  was  leader  of  a  club  ;  but,  according  to  the  Mirror,  that 
could  not  hold  its  own,  for  the  next  year  the  P.  A.  Glee  Club  and 
the  Phillips  Glee  Club  each  claimed  to  be  the  representative  one.  So 
it  was  not  until  the  fall  of  1878  that  there  was  a  permanent  organization, 
and  S.  M.  Gordon  had  the  honor  of  being  the  leader. 

In  1887  there  was  a  Banjo  Club,  and  that  was  organized  with  F.  K. 
Hollister  as  leader  the  following  fall. 

There  was  a  Mandolin  Club  in  connection  with  the  Banjo  Club  in 
1892,  under  the  direction  of  F.  W.  Howard,  and  that  became  independ- 
ent in  1893,  when  M.  T.  Clark  resigned  from  the  leadership  and  a  leader 
was  elected  for  each  club. 

East  year  the  idea  was  conceived  of  making  one  organization  of  the 
three  clubs,  and  a  constitution  was  adopted.  It  has  been  amended  in 
two  or  three  clauses,  so  that  now  it  is  as  follows  : 

I.  Name.  The  name  of  this  Association  shall  be  the  "  Phillips 
Andover  Glee,  Banjo,  and  Mandolin  Clubs  Association." 

II.  Officers.  The  Officers  shall  consist  of  a  President,  two  Vice- 
Presidents  and  a  Manager. 

1.  The  President  of  the  Glee  Club  shall  be  President  of  the 

Association. 

2.  The  President  of  the  Banjo  Club  shall  be  First  Vice-Presi- 

dent of  the  Association. 

3.  The  President  of  the  Mandolin  Club  shall  be  Second  Vice- 

President  of  the  Association. 

4.  The  Manager  shall  be  a  member  of  one  of  the  three  clubs. 

III.  Duties  of  Officers. 

1.  The  President  of  the  Association,  or  in  his  absence,  one  of 

the  Vice-Presidents  in  their  order,  shall  call  and  preside 
at  all  meetings  of  the  Association. 
The  Presidents  of  the  respective  clubs  shall  lead  them,  choose 
members,  and  call  meetings  and  rehearsals  of  the  clubs. 
They  may  also  drop  a  member  at  their  discretion. 

2.  The  Manager  shall  collect  all  dues  and  fines,  attend  to  all 

disbursements,  and  have  charge  of  all  the  funds  of  the 
Association. 
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He  shall  keep  the  books  and  make  a  full  report  at  the  annual 
meeting.  He  shall  also  have  the  power  to  excuse  any 
member  from  paying  dues  if  sufficient  reason  be  given. 

IV.  Meetings.  The  annual  meeting  shall  be  held  during  the  last  two 
weeks  of  May.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  at  the  direction  of  the 
President. 

V.  Membership.  Every  member  of  any  of  the  clubs  shall  be  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Association  ;  but  members  may  vote  for  officers  only  when  all 
debts  due  the  Association  have  been  paid  and  they  have  played  in  the 
Annual  Andover  Concert. 

VI.  Elections. 

1.  The  President  and  Vice-Presidents  shall  be  elected  at  the 

annual  meetings  of  their  respective  clubs,  within  one  week 
after  the  Annual  Andover  Concert. 

2.  The  Manager  shall  be  elected  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the 

Association. 

3.  If  a  vacancy  occurs  in  any  office,  an  election  shall  be  held  at 

a  special  meeting. 

VII.  Concerts.  An  Annual  Concert  shall  be  given  in  Andover  by  the 
Association.  Other  concerts  may  be  arranged  by  the  Manager  and 
the  Presidents  of  the  clubs,  if  permission  be  given  by  the  Faculty. 

VIII.  Dues.  An  annual  tax  of  two  dollars  shall  be  collected  from 
every  member,  not  excused  by  the  Manager,  within  thirty  days  after 
his  election. 

Any  member  absent,  without  excuse,  from  a  rehearsal,  shall  be  fined 
fifty  cents. 

The  officers  shall  be  excused  from  paying  dues. 

Any  member  of  more  than  one  club  shall  be  required  to  pay  dues 
but  once. 

IX.  Surplus  and  Deficit.  Any  surplus  at  the  end  of  the  spring  term 
shall  be  given  to  the  the  P.  A.  Athletic  Association. 

Any  deficit  shall  be  paid  by  collecting  an  equal  amount  from  each 
member  sufficient  to  pa)-  it. 

X.  Certificates  of  Membership.  A  Certificate  of  Membership  shall 
be  given  to  each  member  of  the  Association  who  is  qualified  to  vote, 
signed  by  the  President  of  the  club  to  which  he  belongs  and  by  the 
Manager  of  the  Association. 

XI.  Rehearsals.  Rehearsals  may  be  called  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Presidents  of  the  clubs. 

XII.  A  mend i)i  cuts.  Amendments  to  this  Constitution  ma}-  be  made 
by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  Association.

ARTICLE  I 

Si'X'TioN  r.    The  name  of  the  Associated  Athletic  interests  shall  be  the  Phillips 

Andovkr  Athletic  association. 

SECTION  2.  It  shall  consist  of  four  departmental  organizations,  viz.,  a  Foot- 
Ball  Association,  a  Tennis  Association,  a  Track  Association,  and  a  Base-Ball  Association. 

Suction  3.  The  officers  of  each  association  shall  be  a  manager  and  an  assistant 
manager.  The  manager  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Senior  class.  The  assistant  man- 
ager shall  be  a  member  of  the  Middle  class.  The  assistant  manager  of  one  year  shall 
be  the  manager  for  the  next  year. 

ARTICLE  II 

SECTION  i.  The  authority  and  responsibility  of  the  Athletic  Association  shall  be 
vested  in  a  Board  of  six  members  as  follows  :  The  fonr  managers  of  the  depart- 
mental associations,  a  graduate  treasurer,  and  a  representative  from  the  Faculty, 
to  be  chosen  by  the  board  of  the  preceding  year.  Meetings  of  the  Board  shall 
be  held  on  the  first  Monday  of  each  month,  at  which  meetings  reports  shall  be  sub- 
mitted by  each  manager.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Athletic  Board  to  nominate  three 
candidates  for  assistant  manager  and  for  such  other  vacancies  as  may  occur. 

SECTION  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  to  promote  the  general  athletic 
interests  of  the  school  ;  but  the  Board  shall  be  directly  responsible  to  the  school  for 
the  execution  of  its  trust. 

Section  3.  The  Graduate  Treasurer  shall  be  some  alumnus  not  at  present  con- 
nected with  the  school,  and  he  shall  be  chosen  annually  by  the  school  in  the  last  week 
of  the  school  year.  He  shall  have  the  handling  of  all  moneys,  keep  separate  accounts 
with  each  department,  and  pay  out  to  each  department  only  on  a  regular  form  of 
voucher  properly  countersigned  by  the  president.  He  shall  call  meetings  of  the 
Board  at  his  pleasure,  or  at  the  request  of  any  two  of  its  members. 

SECTION  4.  At  the  beginning  of  each  school  year,  the  president  of  each  depart- 
ment shall  submit  to  the  Board  of  the  Athletic  Association  a  detailed  estimate  for  his 
department.  The  Board  shall  consider  these  estimates  in  relation  to  the  general  good 
of  athletics  in  the  school,  and  shall  then  vote  an  assignment  for  each  department. 
The  department  managers  may  expend  three- fourths  of  their  assignment  without  con- 
sulting the  Association  Board.  The  Board  shall  have  the  power  to  expend  surplus 
moneys  from  any  department  upon  any  part  or  department  where  it  is  most  needed. 

SECTION  5.  The  officers  of  each  department  shall  be  elected  annually  by  ballot 
from  nominations  made  by  the  Athletic  Board.  Those  of  the  Base-Ball  and  Track 
Athletic  Associations  at  the  end  of  the  spring  term  ;  those  of  the  Foot-Ball  and  Tennis 
Associations  at  the  beginning  of  the  winter  term. 

ARTICLE  III 

SECTION  i.  The  officers  of  each  department  shall  raise  the  necessary  funds  and 
regulate  the  expenses  for  their  departments. 

The  Treasurer  and  Collectors  shall  give  receipts  for  all  money,  and  receipt  stubs 
as  vouchers  for  the  same,  and  shall  publish  in  the  I'liillipian  the  list  of  all  subscrip- 
tions. All  subscriptions  remaining  unpaid  one  week  before  the  close  of  the  fall  and 
spring  terms  may  be  published  at  the  discretion  of  the  Athletic  Board.

ARTICLE  IV 


SECTION  r.  The  accounts  and  records  of  an}-  department,  and  those  of  the  Grad- 
uate Treasurer,  shall  be  opened  to  the  inspection  of  any  member  of  the  Board. 

ARTICLE  V 

Section  t.  The  Athletic  Association  Board  shall  make  a  report  to  the  school  at 
the  end  of  each  term  and  an  annual  report  one  week  before  the  end  of  the  school 
year. 

Section  2.  Amendments  to  this  Constitution  may  be  made  by  a  two-thirds  vote 
of  the  school,  after  the  proposed  amendments  have  been  published  in  the  Phillipian. 

ELIGIBILITY  RULES 

(Accepted  by  the  Faculty  and  the  Student  Body  in  1895) 

1.  Participation  in  interschool  contests  and  membership  upon  representative 
school  organizations— athletic  teams,  musical  clubs,  editorial  boards,  interscholastic 
debates,  etc. — shall  require  a  passing  grade  in  all  studies  pursued  by  the  candidate. 

2.  Membership  in  these  organizations  shall  be  determined  at  the  end  and  at  the 
middle  of  each  term,  except  in  the  case  of  athletic  teams,  the  mid-term  grading  shall 
be  taken,  as  near  as  possible,  the  middle  of  the  actual  athletic  season  of  the  term  ; 
and  at  no  time  within  four  weeks  of  the  last  championship  game. 

3.  A  student  may  recover  his  connection  with  his  organization  according  to  the 
nature  of  his  deficiencies  and  at  the  discretion  of  his  instructor,  becoming  eligible  by 
the  removal  of  his  conditions  or  probations.  Reports  of  the  removal  of  conditions 
shall  be  recorded  at  the  school  office  before  the  candidate  affected  is  restored  to  full 
standing. 

4.  The  captains  or  leaders  of  these  organizations  shall  give  reasonable  notice  at 
the  office,  at  least  one  week  before  the  grades  are  to  be  determined,  of  all  known  can- 
didates for  the  several  organizations,  and  shall  obtain  from  the  office  the  results  of  the 
grade  tests  when  they  have  been  applied. 

5.  No  student  shall  be  allowed  to  represent  Phillips  Academy  in  public  athletic 
contests  unless  he  is  regularly  enrolled  as  a  member  on  the  books  of  the  school,  and 
is  pursuing  studies  requiring  at  least  twelve  hours'  class-room  or  laboratory  work  a 
week . 

6.  No  student  shall  be  allowed  to  represent  Phillips  Academy  in  any  public  con- 
test who,  either  before  or  since  entering  the  school,  shall  have  been  engaged  in  any 
athletic  competition  for  money,  whether  for  a  stake  or  for  a  money  prize,  or  a  share 
of  the  entrance  fees  or  admission  money,  or  who  shall  have  taught  or  engaged  in  any 
athletic  exercise  or  sport  as  a  means  of  livelihood,  or  who  shall  have  received  for  his 
participation  in  any  athletic  sport  or  contest  any  pecuniar}-  reward  or  gain  whatever, 
direct  or  indirect ;  provided,  however,  that  he  may  have  received  from  the  school 
organization  or  from  any  permanent  amateur  association  of  which  he  was  at  that 
time  a  member,  the  amount  by  which  the  expenses  necessarily  incurred  by  him  in 
representing  this  organization  in  athletic  contests,  exceeded  his  ordinary  expenses. 

7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Advisory  Committee  to  see  that  these  rules  are 
enforced.  Doubtful  cases  may  be  referred  by  them  to  a  committee  consisting  of  the 
manager  and  captain  of  the  athletic  department  directly  concerned,  a  member  of  the 
Faculty  and  a  graduate  of  the  school,  whose  decision  shall  be  final.
